is a dangerous lack of doctors in the rural districts. 
Many small towns, where fairly good roads would make a large 
country practice easily accessible, are entirely without physicians 
though they offer better hopi»s to the young doctor than the 
crowded districts where there is a physician in every block. 
This probably is one of the deformities of the war which time 
will heal. 
The doctors will see for themselves the folly of the 
situation Jind little by little take up these outlying practices which 
nier.D hard work, perliaps, but none the less a good, substantial 
living.

There is no cbiss of men more beloved than that of tlio coun­ 
try doctor, who is physician, father confessor and elder brother 
all in one to a host of grateful people. Also no hram'h of the pro­ 
fession offers wider experience or greater opportunity for develop­ 
ment in skill and versiitility. 
TT li' situation is not entirely up to the doctors. The rural dis­ 
trict which lacks gotxl medical service must do its part by impix)V- 
ing its roads, stirring its i oinilation to such payment of its hills 
as M'ill make life ixxssihle for the doctor.
